Because of your official  podidiod: 
and the vital importance of the work 
of enrolling the United States Ship- 
yard Volunteers, in which you are en- 
gaged, I desire to lay before you a 
statement outlining the ship-building 
situation. 

The information herein contained i is 
placed at your disposal, for use aa you 
may see fit in obtaining the enroll- 
ment of the necessary men for the 
United States Shipyard Volanteers. 

Our ship-building program contem- 
plates the construction of six million 
tons annually, butowing to the want 
of the necessary skilled men, we are 
not under présent conditioas ina po- 
sition to turn out that tonnage. 

The Shipping Board has the money. 
It has the yards. It has the material. 
The housing question is being rapidly 
cleared up. Allthat is needed is to 
obtain the necessary efficient labor. 

It should be brought home to em- 
ployers and to the employees of the 
industries of the ‘nation that their own 
¥uture depends on the construction of 
these ships. The factis that the re- 
cent order issued by Fuel Administra- 
tor Garfield, closing the factories of 
the whole country, and the more re- 
cent freight embargo isaued by Secre- 
tary McA4vo, tying up all the freight 
with the exception of food and fnel, 
came not because of a falling down 
on the part of the carriers themselves, 
but because of the lack of ships. The

reason for this is plain. The speeding 
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up of the American factories piled in 
the Eastern seaports, and packed into 
every railway siding outside of the 
seaboard cities, thousands of loaded 
cars of materials for the war zone. 
The result was that even the ‘coal re- 
quired for the ships in harbor could 
not get through, and even the few 
ships which we now possess were held 
in harbor by empty bunkers and could 
not sail. 

Until we have ships to clear the At- 
lantic porta of manufactured goods, 
for which our Army in France and 
our Allies are in need, these enforced 


If you can drive'this home to your 
people;if this lesson, throug con- 
stant repetition, can be thoroughly 
learned; there is no doubt that you 
will get your quota of the necessary 
men, ; 

It is not mere numbers that count— 
it is the efficiency of the men enroiled. 

It is as much to the interest of the 
manufacturer to send his best men to 
the shipyards ag it is to the interest of 
the man himeelf to go. 

If the use of my name will in any 
way help yon in your work, you have 
the authority to use it, quoting from 
this statement, to the end that the 
people from your district may realize 
ouce and for all that on labor depends 
the construction of.the needed ships, 
and on these ships’ depend not only 
the war itself, but the present indus- 
trial life of the nation.

‘to have taken place in Detroit on Feb- 
ruary 15, with Colonel Roosevelt, Sec- 
retary Daniels and Commandant Tru- 
aon H, Newberry tn attendance. This 
offielal beginning .will be delayed a 
week or-two on account of the colonel’s 
itiness. 

“Meantime Governor Sleeper on be- 
half of the stnte, Mayor Marx for the 
city of Detroit and all the mayors of 
other Michigan cities, together with 
the four-minute men, are preparing to 
bend every energy towards the success 
of the great drive in February and 
early Jn March. 

The United States government offi- 
cials have wired every newspaper edi- 
tor in Michigan as follows: “You can 
render great patriotic service to the 
United States shipping board by help- 
ing along drive for enrolling two hun- 
dred and fifty thousand United States 
shipyard volunteers. 

. Michigan has exceeded nearly every 
state in the Union In its contributions 
of men and officers to the nayy.

spection, 

The men of the, naval militia 
were scrubbing down the decks 
of the Yantic when Roosevelt 
arrived. Teddy was standing 
on the deck amid the perspiring 
scrubbers when a beautiful 
white private yacht went whiz- 
zing by. “What boat is that,” he 
asked a seaman who. was on his 
knees swabbing, “That is the 
Dawn, sir,” he was informed. 
“How do you know,” inquired 
“the assistant secretary. “I own 
her,” said the seaman, scrubbing 
away for dear life. 

The deckhand was Truman H. 
Newberry of Detroit, son and 
heir of one of Michigan's wealthy 
ploneers, and- now commander: 
of the Third Naval district of 
New York, the highest naval 
honor held in Michigan, and the 
only commander’s commission 
given to any man in the coun- 
try promoted from civil life dur- 
ing the present great war. 

So {mpressed was Roosevelt 
with ‘the typical Americanism of 
Truman Newberry that when he 
became president the private 
who scrubbed the deck was 
made assistant secretary of the 
navy ‘and later promoted to be 
secretary of the navy in Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's cabinet.

POLAND AROUSED 
OVER LAND GRAB 


EMBITTERED OVER TUETONS FOR 
GIVING 8TRIP OF COUNTRY 
TO UKRANIANS. 


UPSETS PLANS OF GERMANY 


Polish Army, Organized to Fightsfor 
Teutons Against Russia, May Be 
Turned Against Them. 


London—Germany has suddenly 
found herself involved in a maze of 
difficuities on the eastern front and 
in danger of losing all the large bene- 
fits she was calmly preparing to rea- 
lize from her peace with the Ukraine. 

Poland, that land which so frequent- 
ly in the course of history has proven 
a thorn in the side of military con- 
querors, is threatening to constitute 
herself the rock on which the German 
hope of peace and gainful expansion 
in'the east may be shattered. BEmbit- 
tered by the tearing off of a strip of 
their territory to be given the Ukraine 
for breaking away from the bolsheviki 
and signing a peace with the central 
powers, the Poles are in what appears 
to be virtually a state of revolt. 

Even the very weapon which Ger- 
many and Austria were at such pains 
to forge in the hope of deriving mili- 
tary benefit—the Polish army—bids 
fair'to be turned against them. Reports 
in the German newspapers which ex- 
press dismay and alarm over the Pol- 
ish situation, indicate that the Polish 
legations and the Polish soldiers now 
are on the side of the Poles in embit- 
terment against the Germans. The sit- 
uation hag grown so serious that the 
German military are patrolling the 
streets in Warsaw. 

Austria-Hungary is particularly in- 
volved in the difficulties because of 
the prominent part which it was ex- 
pected she would play in the future 
government of Poland. The Polish ele- 
ments and those sympathizing with 
them in the dual monarchy are up in 
arms over the situation and further in- 
ternal troubles are threatened. 


LOWER COAL PRICE EXPECTED 


Fuel 


Administrtion Orders Jobber's 
Profits Eliminated. 


Washington.—Reduction in the re- 
tail prices of both anthracite and 
bituminous coal is expected by the 
fuel administration as the result of a 
decision to eliminate jobbers’ com- 
missions after next April 1. 

Under the new regulations, retail 
dealers will obtain coal at the same 
price whether purchasing directly 
from the mine or through middlemen. 

The mine price will be increased 
slightly to provide for the operators’ 
added expense, but the advance will 
not be equal to the commission now 
allowed the jobber. 

Elimination of jobbers’ commis- 
sions, ,the fuel administration, an- 
nounced, was necessary in order to 
wipe out a systematized form of pro- 
fiteering which bag increased the cost. 
of fuel to the consumers.

AGAIN SETS FORTH DEMANDS 


Bolsheviki Pérplex the Germans by 
Abandoning the War Without Sign- 
ing Treaty—Ukraine Makes Sepa- 
rate Peace—All Ready for West 
Front Offensive. 
By EDWARD W. PICKARD. 

President Wilson believes Count 
Czernin. meant what he seemed to say 
in his recent speech on pence, and 
still hopes Austria-Hungary may be 
separated from Germany and that the 
war may be brought to an end with- 
out a great deal more of fighting. 

Premier Lioyd-George believes that 
in, its real substance the Czernin ad- 
dress was as uncompromising as that 
of Chancellor von Hertling and that 
the allled war council at Versailles 
was right when it declared peace must 
be won by force of arms. 

In his address to congress on Mon- 
day Mr, Wilson enunciated the four 
cardinal principles to which he said 
the enemy must agree before general 
peace pourparlers can be begun.

TAFT SPEAKS AT CAMP CUSTER 


Says Peace Proposals at Present Time 
: 


Are Premature.— F 


Battle Creek—William Howard Taft, 
former president of the United States, 
spoke before two audiences at Camp 
Custer Monday. His first talk was in 
the Liberty theatre at 3 o'clock to 
enlisted men. His last was at: Y audi- 
-torium at 7 o'clock with officers as his 
audience. 

“The war has not been won,” _he 
said. 

“He who proposes peace now either 
does not see the stakes for which the 
allies are fighting, or he wishes the. 
German military autocracy still to con- 
trol the destinies. of all of us as to peace 
or war. Those who favor permanent 
world peace must oppose with might 
and main the proposals for peace at 
this juncture in the war, whether made 
in socialistic councils, in pro-German 
conferences, or by Pope Benedict. 

“The Allies are fighting for a prin- 
ciple. the maintenance of which affects 
the future of civilization. 

“Their purpose is to end the military 
policy and foreign policy of Germany 
that looks to the maintenance of a 
military and naval machine, with its 
hair-trigger preparation for use against 
her neighbors.” 


TEUTONS RENEW RUSS DRIVE 


Reported to Have Launched Attack 
Along Baltic. 


London—With Russia in the grip of 
internal strife and her battle line de- 
nuded of men as a result of the peace 
declaration of th bolsheviki, Germany 
fs reported already to have begun the 
carrying out of her threat of an in- 
vasion because of failure of the bol- 
sheviki to sign a peace’ compact with 
the Central powers. 

Germany has begun pushing troops 
into Russia's two remaining Baltic 
provinces—Esthonia and Livonia—tak- 
ing of which completely isolated 
Russia from the shores of the Baltic 
and give the enemy, In addition to the 
port of Riga, the city of Reval, situa- 
ted on the Gulf of Finland, opposite 
Helsingfors, whence ft might easily op- 
erate against Petrograd by sea.

BEANS OF VARIOUS KINDS. 


The soy bean has, up to a recent 
time, been grown in America only for 
the purpose of stock 
food, but the scarcity of 
other beans has brought 
out the value of the bean 
as a food for the human 
family. ‘ 

The soy bean contains 
nearly twice as. much 
protein. as meat and 
may be used as a substitute for it, as 
well as for other beans. 

They are unlike the navy bean as to 
starchy content, containing very little 
which makes them a valuable food for 
diabetics, The stardh may be supplied 
by flour or cornstarch, making them 
more nearly like the ordinary navy 
bean. 

Soy beans are of several colors, 
black, green, brown or yellow. They 
are good cooked in many ways, but 
must be soaked twglve hours before 
cooking, then simmer until tender. 
When baking them the addition of a 
little flour to supply the starch makes 
them more palatable. 

Baked Soy Beans.—Take one and 
one-half cupfuls of yellow soy beans, 
soak twelve hours, then put into a 
baking dish with a small onion, a piece 
of pork weighing a fourth of a pound, 
a fourth of u teaspoonful of mustard 
and two tablespoonfuls of molasses. 
Cover with cold water mixed with two 
tablespoonfuls of flour, put on the Nd 
of the bean pot and place in the oven 
to bake all day. Add more water if 
needed. A half a cupful of navy beans 
may be used with the soy beans; if 80, 
omit the fiour. 

Cream Soy Bean Soup.—Take a cup- 
ful of green soy beans, soak twelve 
hours; then cook in water four hours, 
or until tender. Rub through a sieve. 
Brown a chopped onton in a Ittle but- 
ter, add two tablespoonfuls of flour 
mixed with two tablespoonfuls’of but- 
ter, to the bean pulp; add a teaspoon- 
ful of salt, a dash of cayenne and an 
eighth of a teaspoonful of pepper, with 
a quart of milk. Let simmer for ten 
minutes, stirring occasionally, and 
serve. . 

Biack Soy Bean Soup—This soup is 
prepared ug above, using onion, celery, 
a lemon rind and juice, mustard and 
pepper, with two quarts of water. The 
lemon may be cut in slices ond used as 
a garnish if preferred.

A Salt Cod Dinner.—Take a third 
of a pound of salt codfish, cut 1p 
pleces two inches square and one-half 
inch thick, and then scald in three 
waters... Boil two large beets unttl 
tender, cook four medium-sized pota- 
toes until mealy and dry, and dice 
two'slices of sifit pork and fry until 
the little cubes are brown with plenty 
of drippings. Have everything ready 
at the same instant. The true salt 
cod devotee will first mhsh the potato 
with a fork, then shred the fish and 
mix it with the potato; over this a 
glice or two of hot beet. Dice the beet 
and mix with the other two, then add 
pork dice and drippings and cover 
with a generous spoonful of thin 
cream sauce. This is most truly a 
dish in which the “proof of the pud- 
ding {s in the eating.” This recfpe 
may be doubled or increased to fit the 
size of the family served. 

Orange Salad.—An orange salad is 
refreshing and not expensive for a 
winter salad. Peel and let the or- 
anges stand awhile to dry, when the 
white part may be ensily peeled off, 
and then they may be sliced. Grate a 
little of the rind, if liked, to rdd to 
the dressing. Season with salt and 
pepper with a little fresh tarragon 
finely minced, a few shredded chives 
or finely chopped.onion. Squeeze the 
juice of an orange over the salad or 
serve with French dressing. 

Carrots cooked in a little water, then 


seasoned with butter, salt and a dash 


of lemon juice is a dish good for a 
change. 

Try adding crenm to season rates 
bagas instead of butter, as the former 
seems to remove the strong flavor, 
which {s seca at arti to many pal- 
ates. 

Baked Hubbard squash may be cut 
up in pteces, the seeds removed and 
baked In the shell. Serve each with 
dots of butter, salt and pepper.

Lentils contain a great 
deal. of nutriment and 
should be more widely 
known and used. Treat as peas, soak 
over night and make. purees or add 
them to varlous other dishes as rice, 


rolled, then cooked, they, make a dish 
unusual and very good. . If cooked in 
broth-they will take little extra sea- 
soning to make the dish palatable. 

Oyster plant, ur salsify ts another 
much slighted, good and wholesome 
vegetable. Scrape the roots, cut them 
in small bits and boil in salted water. 
Serve in a white sauce asa vegetable 
or serve on pieces of buttered toast 
as a breakfast or luncheon dish, They 
also make most delicious soup or a 
‘chowder when used with codfish, a lit- 
tle pork and potatoes. 

Escalloped Turnips.—Boil the tur- 
nips in large pieces until tender, then 
cut in cubes or if one likes them ex- 
tra attractive, use a potato scoop. 
Make a white sauce using a table 
spoonful each of butter and flour with 
a pint of rich milk. Put a layer of 
the turuip, then a layer of the sauce 
well seasoned with salt. and pepper, 
repeat until the turnips are all used: 
Sprinkle with buttered crumbs and 
place in a hot oven long enough to 
brown the crumbs. Turnip balls may 
be added to potato salad, the potatves 
also cut into balls. These may be 
combined in a creamed potato adding 
a little onion juice for flavor. 

Onion and Potato Puffs.—Chop fine 
several cold, boiled onions, mix with 
inashed potato and bind with a beaten 
egg. Roll into flat balis, season well 
nnd fry a light brown tn bacon fat. 
The potato cakes may be made add- 
ing a spoonful of onion on top of 
each and folding, then fry, Garnish 
with parsley.

Pigeon en Compote.—Brown a halt 
cupful of sweet fat with four pigeons, 
browning them all over, then remove 
them from the saucepan and replace 
with one-hnlf a pound of salt pork 
cut into dice and one dozen white 
onions. When browned, remove most 
of the fat and add a tablespoonful of 
flour, stirring until well browned. Add 
a cupful of bouillon, stir until smooth, 
then add the pigeons with the rest of 
the fat, salt, pepper, a sprig of 
parsley and a bayleaf. Cover and cook 
one hour. Then add the browned 
onions, a few mushrooms, and cook 
thirty minutes longer. Serve with the 
gravy poured around the pigeons, 


four pigeons in a balf a cupful 
sweet fat, add one-half cupful of soup 
stock, salt, pepper and small bunch of 
parsiey and four green onions. Cover 
and cook for an hour and a half, then 
add a pint of shelled peas and cook 
thirty minutes longer.

WEN George Washington became 

master of the Virginia mansion 
it was not nearly so large as tt {s to- 
day, for he built the banquet hall on 
the north, the library on the south, the 
third story, the verandas, colonnades, 
piazza and tower, the great barn and 
many of the other outbuildings, be- 
sides laying out and planting the gar- 
dens. 

It was not until after his marriage 
to “the charming widow,” Martha Dan- 
dridge Custis, iu 1759, that the family 
life really began, 

With Mrs. Washington came the two 
children of ,her former marriage, Mar- 
tha and John Parker Custis. 

“These four were the nucleus of a 
busy and extensive life on the estate. 
The gradual accumulation of shoemnk- 
ers, tailors, smiths, carpenters, wheel- 
wrights, masons, charcoal burners, 
farmers, millers, hostlers, house and 
outside servants, and overseers, all 
with their families, constituted an 
army of several hundred. Everything

‘CA FTER the fashion of most old 
Virginia homes, the kitchen was 
in a detached honse next to the big 
_ house, and processions of pickaninnies 
carried the heaped dishes across the 
lawn into the family dining room, The 
modern or even the now old-fashioned 
cookstove was unknown, The altar of 
this temple wus a great fireplace with 
an opening which would accommodate 
half a dozen grown persons. Here 
andirons teld wood cut to cord size, 
and often oak logs which strained a 
brace of black backs te lft inte place. 
Cranes of tron, wrought tn the black- 
smith shop over the hill, swung steam- 
ing kettles above the glowing coals. 
Quarters of beef, young suckling pigs, 
and rows of fowl, game and domestic, 
were roasted on spits. Corn pone and 
sweet potatves nestled in the ashes,” 
They refurnished the house almost 
throughout, ordering the goods from 
London, where the Virginia colonial 
dames did most of thelr shopping. | 
though it was then more distant than 
is Japuo today. 


"THEY hoth were early risers,

“Rainy days, or the early winter 
evenings, were devoted to cards, Wash- 
ington's account books indicate that 
playing cards were quickly used up.

It was a Hberal age. Not only was 
gambling on a moderate scale consid- 
ered a fashionable diversion, but the 
family at Mount Vernon pxrtronized 
the lotteries on various occasions.” 


ERE are some extracts from the 

dfary of John Hunter, a London 
merchant. who spent a day and a night 
at Moud Vernon in 1785: 

“The general came in again, with his 
halr neatly powdered, a clean shirt 
on, a new plain drab coat, white waist- 
coat and white silk stockings. At 
three dinner was on the table, and we 
were shown by the general into an- 
other room, where everything was set 
off with a peculiar taste, and at the 
sume time very neat and plain. The 
general sent the bottle about pretty 
freely after dinner, and gave success

his toasts, which he has very much

“We had a very elegant supper 
about that time. The general with a 
few glusses of champagne got quite 
merry, and being with his intimate 
friends, laughed and talked a good 
deal, Before strangers he is generally 
very reserved, and seldom says a word 

At twelve I had the honor of 
being lighted up to my bedroom by the 
general himself. 

“When the general takes his coach 
out he always drives six horses; to 
his chariot he only puts. four. 

I fancy he {1s worth 100.0006 pounds 
sterling and lives at the rate of 3,000 
or 4.000 a year” 2... 


N the final perfod the Hfe at Mouat

“LEST WE FORGET” 


Nation Does Well to Honor the 
Memory of the Founder of 
{ts Glorious State of In- 
dependence. 


F we today lived in a colony, ground 
down by unjust laws, our passion 
for national life secretly and trag- 
ically burning, if Washington had 

failed, had died in vain for the cause 
which in fact he brought to lasting tri- 
wuph—then for poor sentimental hu- 
manity he would shine with a luster 
greater than now is hfs, writes Joyre 
Kilmer in the New York Times. Hls 
cause triumphed; the dream became a 
reality, and therefure lost the charm 
of the dream. Washington, dying on 
his bed, in his honored old age, his 
hopes realized, is a noble figure. But 
he lacks the dramatic appeal of Wash- 
ington bidding farewell to his children 
at the foot of the gallows. 

By some strange perversity of hu- 
man nature the causé we consider ro- 
mantic and picturesque is always a 
Lost Cause. The names most deeply 
loved ure those of the failen leaders 
whose partisans met with defeat— 
Robert Bruce and Robert Emmet, W!1- 
Ham Wallace, Sarsfield and Sobleskt, 
that “fair and fatal king,” Charles I, 
and his persecuted and uacrowned 
heirs. Children of Union soldiers 
though we may be, our hearts beat 
more quickly at the thought of Lee 
than at the thonght of Grant. We rise 
when the band plays “The Star-Span- 
gied Banner.” hut we rise’ and shout 
when it plays “Dixte." 

And it must also be acknowledged 
that a tragic death endears a states- 
man to the generations that follow 
him. If you.are a grent lender and 
want to be sure of posterity’s affection, 
see that your cause fails, Then the 
conquerors will legislate against the 
honoring of your memory, and that 
will make your fame secure. But if 
your eunse succeeds, then at least see 
that your death Is sudden and violent. 
Give the world a drama, a legend. 

Washington triumphed, At York- 
town he captured Cornwallis’ redcoats 
and put an end to tyranny on our 
shores. It is not forbidden to honor 
his memory: the wearing of the red, 
white, and blue is attended by no per- 
‘ls. And so we take things for grant- 
ed; we forget the hideous dangers 
through which we passed only some 
hundred and two-score years ago; we 
take for granted our nationality, our 
freedom, and the fearless warrtor, the 
enlightened statesman who gave them 
to us. When we speak of Washington 
as the Father of His Country we do so 
with ao laugh, as if the phrase were 
empty rhetoric instead of sublime 
truth. Liege means more to us than 
Lexington, and remembering Edith 
Cavell, we give no thought to Jane 
McCrea. 

We may well thank God that the 
war of American independence has not 
the glamor of battles fought in vain, 
that our freedom is no lost cause, that 
Washington's halo is net that of a 
martyr whose life and death were un- 
availing. To those who look at the 
world’s events in true historical per- 
spective, without sentimentality and 
with love of justice and freedom in 
thetr breasts, the American Revolution 
fills the most encouraging page in the 
chronicle of the centuries. But for 


most of us it is only In times of stress 
tke the present that we can come to 
an actual sense of our exceptional 
privileges to a realization of the radi- 
ant truth of the stories we read in our 
history book in school. This year the 
Declaration of Independence takes on 
a clearer significance; we know, as we 
did not in bygone years, what it means 
to be free and independent states, ab- 
solved forever from all allegiance to 
foreign powers. And so fhis year 
Washington’s birthday is no routine 
holiday. but a day of solemn yet joyful 
commemoration, a day on which we 
honor with full hearts him who made 
us a nation, the warrior whose sword 
cut the bonds of our thralldom, the 
statesman who bade us, avoiding en- 
tangling alliances, go our free way, an 
independent republic, no nation’s syco- 
phant. no nation's tool. “With malige 
toward none," said Washington's great- 
est successor, “with charity for all.” 
It was a summing up of Washington's 
own political creed. No lost cause, 
however glorious with the blood of 
martyrs, seems today so noble as the 
still triumphant cause of American in- 
dependence. No modern hero, fighting 
overseas, is today so dear to us as our 
founder and preserver.. And to his ex- 
amples and his counsels we cannot 
look for guidance and took in vain,

“George Washington—the Joshna 
who commanded the sun and moon to

FALLEY FORGE is a name 
which inspires | unspeakable 
emotions in every reader of the 
Revolutionary story, appealing 

té the depth of the pathetic in us by 
their sufferings and to our sublimest 
sense by their fortitude. That winter 
at Valley Forge surpasses the retreat 
from Moscow, for the American he- 
roes and their great commander en- 
dured through the long winter instead 
of fleelng. 

“How comes it, sir,” said Washing- 
ton to the officer as they marched into 


the valley, “that I have tracked the | 


march of your troops by the blood- 
stains on the frozen ground? Were 
there no shoes in the commissary’s 
stores, that this sad spectacle |s-to be 
seen along the public highway?” 

The officer replied: “When shoes 
were issued the regiments were served 
in turn; it was our misfortune to be 
among the last and the stores became 
exhausted.” 

Washington's emotions were of the 
strongest kind and he sald, “Poor fel- 
lows !" 

“At no period of the war,” writes 
Chief Justice Marshall, “had the Amer- 
ican army been reduced to a situa- 
tion of greater peril than during the 
winter at Valley Forge. More than once 
they were absolutely without food. 
There was seldom at any time a quan- 
tity of provisions sufficient for a week. 
The returns of the first of February 
exhibited the astonishing number of

3.989 men in camp unfit for duty for 
want of clothes. Of this -number 
scarcely a man had a pair of shoes. Al- 
though the total of the army exceeded 
17,000 men, the effective rank and file 
amounted to 5,012. Their clathes were 
in tatters. The Quaker Isaac Potts 
tells us of Washington's prayer at Val- 
ley Forge, how, us he traversed the for- 
est. he heard a fervent voice. Ap- 
proaching nearer, whom should he be- 
hold, in a kind of bower, but the com- 
mander in chief on his knees praying 
to the Ruler of the Universe. At the 
moment when Friend Potts, concealed 
ty the trees, came up, Washington was 
interceding for his beloved country. 
When he reached home his wife asked 
the reason for his agttation. 

“tT have this day seen,’ replied he, 
‘what I shall never forget. If George 


Washington be not a man of God, I am" 


mistaken, and stili more shall I be dis- 
appointed if God. through him, does 
not perform some great thing for the 
country.’” 

Washington’s Noble Mother. 

The mother of Washington is en- 
titled to a nation’s gratitude. She 
taught her boy to principles of obedl- 
ence and moral courage and virtte. 
She, in a grent mensure, formed the 
character of the hero and the states- 
man. It was by her own fireside that 
She taught her boy te govern himself, 
and there was he prepared for the bril- 
Nant career of usefulness which he af- 
terward pursued. We are indebted to 
God for the gift of Washington, but we 
are no lesr tndebted to hin for the gift 
of his inestimable mother. Had she 
heen a weak, and indulgent. and un- 
faithful parent, the 
gies of Washington might have ele- 
vated him to the throne of a tyrant, or 
youthful disobedience might have pre- 
pared the way for a life of crime and a 
dishonored grave.

East Lunsing, Mich—-“How will I 
test my corn?” This is a query which 
many Michigan farmers who are well 
uwure of the poor condition of the seed 
supply of most of the state this year 
are asking themselves us the time for 
plunting draws nigh, for if there ever 
Was a season when corn should be 
thoroughly tried out before it {gs put 
Into the ground the present !s surely 
it, 

No seed should be planted without 
fi careful germination test first being 
made—though owing to the scarcity of 
dependable seed this year all corn that 
shows even a small number of eurs 
with kernels that will germinate should 
be worked over by the ear test method 
so that all good ears can be conserved 
for seed and those of low germination 
discarded. 

AS a rule, ail who grow corn ip 
Michigan know how to make a germ- 
ination test, but a survey of actual 
practice discloses the fact that less 
than 10 per cent of the farmers make 
use cf this knowledge—that is, not 
more than one tn ten runs germination 
tests. Even in average seasons, how- 
ever, the testing of seed corn is an op- 
pration which returns to the farmer 
an exceedingly high ‘profit considering 
the small amount of time and expense 
\nvolved. 

Bnt during the present season it is 
absolutely necessary that tests be 
made. Begin esting now to ascertain 
the condition of your seed corn, *With 
seed corn ata premium and a scarcity 
certain, it 1s of the utmost importance

inunities, Testers are ensily made, 
and boys and girls can perform the 
work efficlentty, If praperly Instructed. 
In facet, women and young people with 
deft hands and quick eyes can often 
Jo better work in makin’ germination 
tests than their elders, Farm women 
who read this article can also be of 
immense help in insuring a good crop 
of corn next year if they will keep at 
thetr husbands until they induce them 
to test their seed supplies.” 


Sand-Box Method. 


There are many simple methods of 
Making germination tests, all of which 
are effective. One of the best known 
is the sand or earth-box methud, The 
materials needed are a small, shallow 
box, suy 20 by 20 inches, about three 
inches deep, or the bottom of a dry 
goods box, sides trimmed down to 
about a height of three inches, and 
some tucks and string. An excellent 
zerminator can be made also from a 
large buking pan. 

Having the box, it should be filled to 
a depth of two Inches with moist saad 
or earth. Tacks can-then be driven 
aloug the edge, or notches cut at 
tutervais of two inches, aud the box 
then divided off into two-inch squares 
with string, 

Fars of corn to be tested are num- 
bered by tying a tax to euch ear or by 
laying the ears out in order. The 
vdges of the box are then numbered to 
correspond with the numbers on the 
vars, ~Three kernels are taken from 
puch ear, one near the-butt, one from 
the middle, one from near the top.

Of course, the 
dead kernels will fail -to sprout, In 
rending the test the numbers of all 
squares carrying three strong shoots 
are taken and these ears are preserved 
for seed, ail others being discarded. 

The Sawdust Box Test. 

A box similur to that used in mak- 
Ing the sand-box test is needed for 
the suwdust test. About two inches 
of sawdust, mofstened in warm water. 
is placed in the Bottom of this box, 
and over this sawdust a cloth marked 
off into two-inch squares is smoothed.

- The rag-doll test is the simples of 
the tests described. The. matertal need-- 
ed. for;this isa strip of flannel or ab- 
sorbent Cloth about: six feet long and 
one foot wide. A line is drawn down 
the center and at intervals of two 
{aches cross lines are drawn. The sec- 
Ulons so made are numbered and ker- 
nels from ears numbered to correspond 
are placed in sections, It Is best to 
moisten the cloth before placing the 
kernels. When the squares are filled 
the cloth is firmly rolled, care being 
taken not to disturb the kernels. AD 
ordinary lamp wick should be rolled 
Into the center of the cloth. A pumber 
of such rag dolls are usually needed 
to test a supply for next season's 
planting. These may be gathered to- 
gether and wrapped ijn a larger cloth, 
the ends of the wicks being immersed 
in a vessel of water. This test [is usu- 
ally ready to read in from four to six 
days, when the rolls should be un- 
rolled and numbers of strongly germ- 
inating kernels noted and these ears 
reserved for seed. 


MICHIGAN GOOD FOR DUCKS 


Many Districts Well Adapted to Water 
Fowl, Michigan Agricultural Col- 
lege Man Says. 


By C. H. BURGESS, 
Department of Poultry Husbandry, 
Michigan Agricultural College. 

East Lansing, Mich.—To remark that 
any given place is “fine for ducks” is 
to imply, in the language of the day, 


Iflut it hag a eertain marked inclina- 


tion towards moistness—so it is neces- 
sary, lest we be charged with malign- 
ing Michigan, to disavow any intention 
to cast reflection upon our climate 
when we recommend the more exten- 
sive breeding and fattening of water- 
fowls within eur borders, Many sec- 
tions of the state are really uncommon: 
ly well suited to this industry, Dueks 
are so exsily bred and ralsed where 
conditions are favorable that their cul- 
ture is gradually increasing. For one 
thing they are usually free from the 
disorders and diseases common to 
chickens and sinall flocks of ducks, {f 
they are provided with a suitable place 
and sufficient food, will practically 
take care of themselves. They should, 
however, be kept separate from other 
water fowl and from land fowl. 

Ducks are markedly different from 
geese in their requirements, for they 
will not, like these fowl, make a liv- 
ing by grass gruzing. They can, how- 
ever, obtain inuch food from shallow, 
inuddy ponds if they are given the op- 
portunity, and will cousume fresh, 
growing grass and other herbage as 
green food. 

Ducks are probably the most rav- 
erous creatures of the poultry world, 
but they develop their budies quickly. 
Ducks of certain breeds can be made 
ready for market in ten weeks. Some 
people think that ducks must hive 
ponds, Jakes or rivers upon which to 
live and thrive well, but the Idea fs a 
mistaken one. Many of our largest 
duck ranches, not onty in this state but 
in the eastern sintes, provide only 
drinking fountains for their flocks, 

Get Most for Your Work. 

Tf you are already thinking of nexv 
sunimer’s garden, plan to plant the 
things which count most. Don’t waste 
space and energy by growing crops 
that require relatively large areas. All 
of the space in a small garden is too 
valuable to plant any of it to potatoes 
and vine crops. If-you have time to 
plant und care for {t borrow a vacant 
lot on which to grow these sprce-con- 
suming crops. Even sweet corn 
should not be used unless you plan to 
grow carly vegetables Uke lettuce and 
radishes between the rows, And while 
we are on the subject of corn, why 
net plan now to dry some for next 
winter's use? 


Present Market Wants Just “MIIk.” 

Milk for the elty trade is bought 
mostly by the elght-gallon enn or by 
the hundredwetght. In many {nstances 
the fat content is not considered so 
long as the milk contains enough to 
satisfy legal requirements. Where the 
fat content {s made @ basis of pay- 
ment the producer of n rich milk re- 
cetves more nearly {ts true value, Pay- 
ment made entirely on a basis of quan- 
tity soon drives out of the market the 
producer of a rich milk,
